1 an happy to have your explanation that your committee is not 
a state Department front* bat 1 always m aware that he who pays the 
piper* oalla the tune* and that the committee for a Free Europe is 
said to be subsidised by the CIA* While they my not call the tune* 

I feel they anst have seas influence in the selection of the auslc. 

I also noticed on your Committee anas of the leaders of the San 
Francisco business community and recall that In 191*9 your Chamber of 
Co— area peased resolutions favoring the recognition of Red Chine. 

It is difficult for aw ther efor e to believe that men who thought Red 
China should have been recognised out of hand are competent to decide 
what is good for a Free Asia* or even would constitute a Free Asia. 

I sincerely hope that ay doubts win prove unfounded* Meantime

Thank you for your latter of July 25 and the enclosed oopy of 
R, Con. Rea. 13€ introduced by Congressman Kerstaa of Wisconsin 
which had not previously ooam to our attention. We are glad to know 
of this resolution which la in accordance with the American Declaration 
of Independence and the spirit of our Constitutional Bill of Rights 
idiich we consider to be among the neat important articles for observance 
in, ea wall as export from, the United States. The principles therein 
are indeed worthy of esailation and e&aotaettt. However, our charter 
prevents us from en gag ing In propaganda, or otherwise attempting, to 
influence legislation of our government. 

We are not aware of any subsidy arrangement bet ween CIA and the 
National Committee for a Free Europe. I can only reiterate that the 
source# of our fund are as stated In our prospectus and ay letter to 
you of July ID, and that the policies of this committee are determined 
by our executive committee sad directors and not by the State Depar tmen t 
or may gover n m en ta l agency. 

Whatever may have bean the attitude of the San Francisco Chamber 
of Cosswree in 19h9 concerning the recognition of Red China, ovary 
member of cur oomaittoo la opposed to appeasement or recognition of 
ConEsunist domination of China or extension of such domination to any 
other part of Asia. It la for this reason that they have established 
this eoaeeittee to combat comranlex In Asia.

In answer to your letter of Jtane 27, this committee is in no 
sense *A Stats Department Front** nslthsr sro «s obliged to explain, 
apologise for, or endorse the acbdnistration’ a Far-Eastern Policy, 
whatever it may be. Vs ha A at first considered seeking financial 
support from public subscriptions, but our affiliation with the 
Crusade for Freedom and the initial voluntary undertaking of the 
National Committee for a Free Europe to underwrite our organisation 
expenses, as well as the eocourageaant we received frost private 
foundations and their interest in assuming part of the financial 
responsibility for this Cesnittee's program, obviated the necessity 
of an Immediate public eaapalgn by this committee. 

While the comtlttee la rounding out its program your suggestions 
of candidates for membership are welcome and will receive serious 
consideration by our m em bershi p committee at its next meeting.
